ACCOMMODATION  IN  HOSPITAL. 

The  Hospital  contains  13  beds  viz  :  7  in  the  general  Wards, 
3  in  the  new  Maternity  Block.  1  in  the  Isolation  Ward  and  two  in 
Private  Wards. 


RULES  OF  ADMISSION. 

1. — The  endowments  of  the  Hospital  being  quite  insufficient 
to  provide  free  accommodation  for  all  patients,  the  following  Rules 
obtain : — 

(а)  Th  ose  who  absolutely  cannot  afford  to  pay  anything  are 
admitted  free  of  charge. 

(б)  Workpeople  who  contribute  to  a  fund  raised  at  their 
place  of  employment  and  other  contributors  to  the  Leicester 
Saturday  Hospital  Society  are  admitted  without  payment, 
and  this  benefit  extends  to  a  contributor’s  wife  and  children 
of  School  age. 

(c)  All  others  are  expected  to  contribute  according  to  their 
means,  and  terms  must  be  arranged  with  the  Hon. 
Secretary  before  admission. 

2  - — Insured  persons  having  no  dependants  shall  pay  over  their 
Insurance  Money  to  the  Hospital. 

3. — All  patients  are  admitted  and  discharged  by  their  own 
Doctor  and  they  pay  his  charges  for  attendance  whilst  in  Hospital. 
All  patients  in  Hospital  must  be  under  the  care  of  a  Medical 
Attendant. 

4.  — Every  patient  must  bring  towels,  soap,  a  comb  and  a 
change  of  underlinen. 

5.  — Visiting  days  are  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  from  3  to 
4  p.m.,  and  on  Sunday  from  2  to  4  p.m.  On  other  days  special 
permission  must  be  obtained  from  the  Matron. 

PRIVATE  ROOMS. 

Patients  are  received  at  fees  varying  according  to  the  nature 
of  the  case.  Terms  must  be  arranged  with  the  Hon.  Secretary 
before  admission. 

OUT-PATIENTS. 

A  small  charge  is  made  for  each  attendance. 

A  NOIICE  BOARD  outlining  these  Rules  has  been 
placed  near  the  entrance  Gate  to  the  Hospital.
